The “ cross” will serve to crucify the 
tyrant who persecutes us; the “ crown 
of thorns” will pierce his head; the 
“ ladder” will aid him to m ount; the 
“ pick-axe” will penetrate his breast and 
shed the impure blood that flows in his 
veins; the “ axe” will separate his head 
from his body as the wolf who disturbs 
our pacific labors; the “ salt” will pre­ 
vent the corruption of his head that it 
may last as a monum ent of the eternal 
infamy of despots; the “ pole” will serve 
to put the skull of the tyrant upon; the 
T’urnace” will burn his bcuy; and the 
shovel” wilt scatter his ashes to the 
wind. 
Such was the explanation of the san­ 
guinary symbols of the Italian Carbonari 
which slumbering for nearly four hun­ 
dred years, gathered strength to burst 
into political action at the beginning of 
the nineteenth century. 
The Carbon­ 
ari aimed at the independence, or atlea3t 
a constitutional government for Italy. It 
declared for the natural and inalienable 
right of adoring the Almighty according 
to the dictates of personal understanding 
and conscience. All of this and more 
was desired, but it was demanded that 
there should be a political change which 
should infallibly'dim inish the taxes. 
In the middle of the seventeenth cen­ 
tury the Auetrian Kings of Spain looked 
upon their Italian dominions simply as 
an inexhaustible treasury. 
Ferdinand 
and Charles the Fifth had both promised 
that no new taxes should be levied in the 
Kingdom of Naples without the consent 
of the Neapolitan Parliam ent, which 
consisted of nobles and people. But the 
Parliam ent were not summoned by the 
Viceroy and the necessaries of life were 
taxed enormously. 
The Neapolitan is a plebeian in the 
broadest signification of the w ord; a 
plebeian by his origin; a plebeian by his 
nature; a plebeian by his habits; and. 
notwithstanding, he imposes his will, his 
opinion upon the aristocracy by a happy 
m ixture of lightness, of grace and of per­ 
sonal dignity born of the innate con­ 
sciousness that whatever may be the 
natures or position of a man, whatever be 
his calling, he is sufficient for him ­ 
self. 
Such a character had Tomasso Aniello, 
a young fisherman of Amalfi, and a 
trusted leader of the Carbonari. 
Upon 
his massive breast was pricked in fiery 
red the “ raggiante,” 
or illuminated 
triangle, of the society, with its initial 
letter in the middle announcing to the 
brotherhood that he was a propagandist 
of the Alta Vendita. 
His trained hand 
recognized the lightest touch of 
the 
finger that drew upon the yielding palm 
the mystic and sacred sign of the order 
C • — •• — •*, and he was looked upon 
by the people as a m an who would not 
be found wanting in any emergency. 
In 10-17, a tax on fruits, almost the 
only sort of food yet untaxed, roused the 
poor of Naples to revolt. 
The more de­ 
termined of the populace had gathered 
in an immense crowd in the Grand 
Square, and with fierce imprecations de­ 
nounced the last outrage of the King. 
A recent writer in Temple Bar thus de­ 
scribes the memorable scene that fol­ 
lowed : 
At the supreme moment Masaniello 
(Tomasso Aniello) sprang upon a fruit­ 
erer’s table. The crowd already recog­ 
nized their leader. 
H e began to speak, 
and he spoke with a certain rude and 
fiery oratory which moved his hearers 
more than eloquence. H e bade them 
rejoice, for the hour of deliverance was 
at hand. 
St. Peter, once a fisherman, 
had beaten down the pride of Satan and 
released the world from bondage; so 
likewise would he, Masaniello, another 
fisherman, strike off the bonds of the 
people. 
Let them pay no more tax es: 
let them win back with fire and sword 
the ancient Privilege of Naples, the 
right of freedom from all taxes which 
the Spaniards had infringed. 
His own 
life might fall; his head might ride aloft 
on a pole. 
But to die in such a cause 
would be his glory. 
There is no rhetoric which thrills its 
hearers like that which gives the echo to 
their passions. 
The crowd broke into a 
fierce ehout and turned with exultation 
to the work of ravage. 
The first object 
was the toll-house in the square. Faggots 
drenched with pitch were hurled in at 
the windows; a lighted torch was added, 
and the building in a 
few minutes 
was a pile of raging flames. 
Then 
there 
was 
a 
cry 
for 
arms. 
A ponderous beam was brought and 
wielded by strong men, the gates of the 
Carmine Tower were beaten in, and the 
crowd rushed eagerly upon the pikes and 
halberds. Clubs, knives and bars of iron 
were pressed into the service, and the 
mob, thus armed, preceded by the ban­ 
ner boys of Masaniello, turned in their 
wild justice toward the palace of the 
Viceroy. Their way lay past the prison 
of St. Jam es; they halted there to burst 
the doors and add the prisoners to their 
number. 
At length they reached the palace. 
The guards that stood at arm s before 
the gates were swept away. The Vice­ 
roy, Ponce de Leon, Duke of Arcos, and 
those about him , strove to secure them ­ 
selves behind the inner doors. But the 
barricades were broken in. The Duke 
was hunted like a thief from room to 
room, and forced at last, at the peril of 
his life, to drop from a back window by a 
rope and fly in a close carriage to the 
Castle of St. Elmo. 
Then the palace was sacked from floor 
to roof. 
A great fire was kindled in the 
street. 
R are and costly furniture, hang­ 
ings, pictures, jewels, golden dishes,gob­ 
lets stam ped with the proud arm s of 
Ponce de Leon, were hurled out of the 
windows and piled into the flames. 
Yet 
in all this, and throughout the whole re­ 
volt, there was no private theft. 
These 
riches were held as things accursed, as 
treasures purchased by the 
people’s 
blood and worthy only to be sacrificed 
in the hoar of revenge. 
The rebellion of the people, with 
Masaniello as its leader, continued for 
the greater part of a year. The fisher­ 
man of Amalfi was true to his plebeiau 
origin. 
Swollen with power he quickly 
became an imperious dictator of the peo­ 


ple and subjected them , in the place of 
insolence of wealth, to the insolence of 
muscle. 
To crown all he drank to excess 
and became a sot. 
His brief, and at the 
end, disgraced leadership, was ended by 
his assassination in 1648. 
W hether this 
was accomplished by the emissaries of 
the Duke of Guise, who finally put 
down the rebellion, or by a dreaded 
caba! of the Alta Vendita, which he had 
offended, is an unwritten secret. 
The Carbonari yet lived and plotted, 
under the UDlifted veil of secrecy, as be­ 
neath Hecla’s snowy breast, the con­ 
stant fires consumed and burned and 
burst forth at intervals until Garabaldi 
emancipated Italy and established the 
P°JJr6r of the State_two centuries after. 
The revolt of Masaniello signalized the 
decadence of the autocratic sway in 
Italy of the Austrian Kings, and the 
death of Charles the Second of Spain, 
who was childless, in 1700, freed Italy 
from the further rapacity of this race of 
rulers. ^ Charles bequeathed the crown 
to Philip of Anjou, second grandson of 
Louis the Fourteenth of France. 
As the 
Carbonari were alike powerful in Italy 
and France, its hidden but far-reaching 
influences is traced to the death-bed of 
the childless monarch. The last act of 
the last of the Spanish Hapsburgs was to 
disinherit his own family in favor of the 
enemy with whom he had been at war 
almost all his reign. Masaniello and 
Charles the Second of Spain stand the 
two strange and monumental figures of 
Spain in the seventeenth century.

TARIFF AND LABOR. 


Tlicre 1m no N ecessary C onn ection 
B etw een th e T w o T h in g s. 
The H e r a l d does not believe in the 
doctrine of Free Trade. It does believe 
in fair protection to American industries. 
But the claim set up that all the benefits 
of a protective tariff, or that any material 
portion of such benefit goes to the pockets 
of labor will not bear scrutiny. 
To show 
how false this claim is, space is gladly 
given to the following, which appeared 
in a Boston paper: 
There is just one country visited by 
Mr. Blaine in his travels that has no pro­ 
tective system—Great Britain. That is 
a free trade country ; the other leading 
free European countries are not free 
trade, but protectionist countries. 
Bearing this fact in mind, let us see 
first how the wages paid in the leading 
occupations in free trade G reat Britain 
compare with 
those 
paid in 
pro­ 
tectionist Germany, Franco and Italy. 
For 
this 
purpose 
we 
will 
take 
Secretary of State Evarts’ report 
on 
the state of labor in Europe, based on re­ 
ports from United States consuls, in 1879. 
There is no later authenticated table of 
this kind at hand, and as it is being 
quoted and indorsed by Republican raem- 
bors of Congress in the current debate on 
the Mills bill we shall not do the high- 
protection advocates any injustice by as- 
summing it as trustworthy. H ere it is— 
the wages given for each country being 
weekly wages: 
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It plainly appears from this table that 
Great Britain, with no protective tariff, 
pays the highest wage-rates in Europe, 
and next highest to those paid in the 
U nited States. It is also shown that 
Germany, with a high protective system, 
pays the' poorest wage-rates in Europe; 
that 
Italy, 
another 
highly-protected 
country, pays the next poorest wage- 
rates ; and that France, nearest to Great 
Britain by reason of its more moderate 
tariff, pays next to Great Britain the 
highest wage-rates. 
If “ every voter of the Republic” will 
examine these figures and closely reflect 
upon them he wfll find himself wonder­ 
ing why it is, if a high protective is the 
sure producer and only guarantee of 
good wages, that wages are highest in the 
one European country that has no pro­ 
tective tariff at all, lowest in those Euro­ 
pean countries that have the highest pro­ 
tective tariffs, and highest of all in this 
country, which is less highly protected 
than continental Europe. 
Facts are proverbially stubborn things. 
It will not do, in the face of such stub 
born facts as those above cited, to claim 
that 
the 
adm ittedly 
higher 
wages 
ánd better conditions of labor in this 
favored land are solely the result of a 
high protective policy. Labor was better 
off here than in Europe under a low 
tariff. There is reason to believe that it 
would be better off here w hether the 
tariff raves were increased a little or de­ 
creased a little. The United States has 
some natural as well as artificial advan­ 
tages. Its territory is large as well as its 
tariff. Its crops count for something as 
well as its custom houses. 
The tariff 
has, no doubt, a considerable influence, 
but it is not the only factor in American 
prosperity. 
Free trade has, too, a large 
influence on British industry, but it is 
not the onlv factor at work to make the 
British scale of wages so m uch higher 
than that of Germany, France or Italy. 
And when we hear it said th at wo are 
going to be ruined by “ the free trade 
party” ifc is well to steady ourselves 
against panic by remembering two or 
three more stubborn facts, such a s : 
(1) 
That no party up to date has proposed 
free trade; (2) that the Mills bill, if it 
were passed, would still leave us a highly 
protective tariff, levying an average rate 
of duty of about 40 per cent., instead of 
the 47 per cent levied at presen t; (3) 
that a 40 per cent tariff would certainly 
yield a revenue of over $140,000,000 in 
gold; and that Senator Sherman (a pro­ 
tectionist) has declared it to be impos­ 
sible to raise that amount by a tariff 
“ without amply protecting our domestic 
industry.”

Few would imagine, a9 they watch th® 
coal quietly glow and consume away in 
the grate, that there are present all th e 
materials necessary for producing an ex­ 
plosion ; yet such is the case, and it has 
been found that the ignition of coal-dost 
laden air is a not infrequent source of 
disastrous explosions in coal mines. 
W hat has occurred with coal m ay oc­ 
cur with any combustible solid which is 
finely pulverized and suspended in air, 
and in this m anner the explosions of 
flour which destroyed several flour mills 
in Minneapolis in 1878 are accounted 
for. The explosions of sawdust in the 
Pullm an car shops and at Geldowsky’s 
furniture factory, the explosions of starch 
in a New York candy factory, of rice in 
rice mills, and of dust in breweries and 
spice mil s, are among the m any exam ­ 
ples of the action of a similar cause; b a t 
perhaps the most unusual case of th ia 
class of explosions was th at of finely 
powdered zinc, which occurred in 1854 
at the Bethlehem zinc works. 
Two British men-of-war, the Doteral 
and the Triumph, have been blown uy 
owing to the presence on board of a dryef 
for paints of which benzine formed a 
p a rt; and the serious explosion in Paw­ 
tucket, and the more disastrous one in 
Rochester, arose from naphtha havinir 
been perm itted to escape into th e b*w- 
ers. 
The modern high explosives are bodiea 
which contain within tiieir molecules th e 
elements necessary for ordinary combus­ 
tion, while at the Bame time they ara 
more cr less endosm osm ic; and the beat 
example, and perhaps the most impor­ 
tan t, of these is the mercury fulm inate. 
This Bubstaneo was discovered by How­ 
ard in 1800, and was made by dissolving 
mercury in strong nitric acid and pour­ 
ing the solution into alcohol. 
Its discov­ 
ery aroused the liveliest interest, and it 
was immediately tested by firing in a 
musket, but, though it im parted very 
little velocity to the projectile, and pro­ 
duced only a slight recoil and report, It 
burst the barrel of the piece com pletely 
open, and hence it was relegated to the 
position of a chemical curiosity until re­ 
called for use as a prim ing for percussion 
caps. 
Its adaption to modern uses began in 
1863, when Nobel discovered that by th e 
explosion of a few grains of this substance 
nitro-glycerine might be detonated, and 
was extended in 1878, when Mr. E . O. 
Brown discovered th at not only coaid 
dry gun-cotton be detonated by this 
means, but that if a small initial m ass of 
dry gun-cotton was detonated in contact 
with a mass of wet gun-cotton the latter 
would be also detonated, even hough it 
were completely saturated with water. 
Baron von Lenk, of Austria, took up 
the study of this m aterial in 1853, and 
his efforts to perfect the methods of m an­ 
ufacture and to moderate the violence of 
the gun charges were attended with such 
apparent success th at a special battery of 
12-pounders was constructed for use with 
ifc, and the position of the explosive 
seemed assured, until 1865, when his 
magazines blew up spontaneously, and 
the article was interdicted by the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
W hile the Austrian experiments were 
going on, Abel, the chemist to the W ar 
Department of Great Britain, was also 
engaged in the study of the properties of 
this substance, and the same year in 
which Austria proscribed the article he 
announced the invention of the proceis 
by which its manufacture has since been 
successfully carried on. 
Gun-cotton constitutes the best m ili­ 
tary explosive known, for while its ex­ 
plosive force vastly exceeds that of gun­ 
powder and approaches th at of nitro­ 
glycerine, it is the safest and most stable 
explosive we possess, since it can be 
stored 
and 
transported 
w et; 
and, 
while in this state, though it m ay 
be 
detonated 
as 
described 
above, 
it cannot be exploded in any other 
way. 
As much as 2,000 pounds of wet 
compressed gun-cotton have been placed 
in a fierce bonfire, where it has gradually 
dried, layer by layer, and been consumed 
without exploding. 
Besides, gun-cotton 
is the only military explosive which can 
be detonated with certainty when frozen. 
In calling it a military explosive I mean, 
of course, for use in torpedoes and for 
military miniDg, and not as a substitute 
for gunpowder in g u n s; but it may be, 
and has been, successfully used as a 
charge for shells fired from gunpowder 
guns both in this country and abroad. 
Shells containing as much as 110 pounds 
of gun-cotton have been repeatedly fired 
in Germany. 
The most prominent rival of gun-cotton 
for military uses and the best explosive 
for industrial purposes is nitro-glycerine 
and the mixtures of which it forms a part. 
This substance was discovered by So­ 
brero in 1847, while carrying out a series 
of experiments under Pelouze. Its liqnid 
form makes it difficult to store and trans­ 
port, and permits it to find its wav into 
unexpected places, where it constitutes a 
source of danger. 
Considerations such 
as these led Nobel, about 1867, to invent 
dynam ite. The nam e is now appHed to 
a great variety of nitro-glycerine mixtp 
ures, but they all consist of a porous solid 
absorbent which sucks up the liquid 
nitro-glycerine by capillarity and holilB it 
in its pores or interstices. 
The most im portant nitro-glycerine 
mixture is explosive gelatine, also in­ 
vented by Nobel. This is made by heat­ 
ing nitro-glycerine on a water bath and 
adding to it from 7 to 10 per cent, of solu­ 
ble gun-cotton. 
The largest single charges ever fired 
were employed in the blowing-up of 
H allett’s Reef and Flood Rock. 
In the 
latter, which occurred October 10. 1885. 
the charge consisted of 240,399 pounds of 
rack-a-rock and 48,537 pounds of dyna­ 
mite No. 1, yet so nicely was this enor­ 
mous charge calculated for the work it 
was to do that beyond breaking down 
the reck, tossing up an enormous body of 
water to a height (estimated for the tidi­ 
est jet) of 160 feet, and generating an 
earth wave which was observed aa far 
east as Cambridge, Mass., it prodoced 
no visible effect.—[Scribners Magazine.

The attention of railroad men is being 
turned toward the new railroad which is 
to be constructed from Stockton south to 
Visalia, and work on which is to be com* 
nteoced within ninety days. Again the 
cry goes up that it is a Santa Fe scheme 
an d is intended to connect with that sys­ 
tem at some southern point and thus 
give it a northern exit. 
Stockton would 
presen t many advantages for the fulfil­ 
m ent of such a project as there would be 
a w ater outlet, in addition to which there 
are m any ways by which Oakland and 
Ban Francisco could be reached, one of 
the routes suggested being through the 
Livermore Valley to Martinez, and this 
would open up a rich wheat country. 
The other goes via Hayward’s to Oak­ 
land. So far it has been overlooked that 
this new road may probably be being 
built with the object of connecting with 
th e W ilbur Road. The idea is perfectly 
feasible. 
The W ilbur Road rnnniug 
from Rodgers on the A. & P. will run 
over Fresno slough, a point west of Fres­ 
no, and this new road from Stockton will 
be just east of Fresno, so it is very pos­ 
sible that the two lines may be connected 
either there or at some other equally 
favored point. One thing is certain, and 
th a t is that the Stockton Road at present 
has the same 
characteristics os the 
W ilbur Road. Both lines are to be 
built 
by 
individuals, 
who 
say 
th a t they are constructing the lines 
in 
their 
own interests, and both 
roads would supply links that the Atchi­ 
son system badly needs in its chain to 
th e northern part of the State. Of course 
even if the connection and consolidation 
referred to were made, it would not hin­ 
d er the W ilbur Road from following up 
its originally defined line on the west 
side of the Southern Pacific, and, in fact, 
this work is certain to be carried out, 
th e line is graded from H ill’s Ferry on 
th e border of Merced and Stanislaus 
Counties, to a point about fourteen miles 
east of W hite’s Bridge, west of Fresno. 
The Southern Pacific is not lying idle 
w hile all of these competitors are declar­ 
ing their intentions of obtaining some of 
th e business of that pioneer line. The 
road, which it was originally intended to 
construct a few miles south from Oak­ 
dale aloDg the foothills, is to be con­ 
structed through to Merced, and will 
pass through Hopetown and close to 
Lake Yosemite. Then there is the new 
branch road from Tracy to Jiewmen in 
th e E istern San Joaquin Valley, which 
went into operation yesterday. 
This 
track is to be pushed on due south over 
theH uron roau toLakeTulare round which 
two lines will run like the prongs of a 
foik and connect at its southern extrem ­ 
ity. From this point the new track will 
torn slightly east and meet the present 
m ain track at Poso, north of Sumner. 
These roads will give the Southern Pa­ 
cific a comp'ete gridiron ol roads over 
th e San Joaquin Valley, and when the 
W ilbur or any other road puts in an ap­ 
pearance it will find that it will not have 
m atters quite all its own way. 


/TH E TRA FFIC SITUATION. 


■ E n t i n é i s Itatbcr Quiet Throughout 
the Country. 
Mr. Charles E. Fair bank, Traffic Agent 
of the Chicago, M ilwaukee and St. Paul 
Railway, with headquarters 
at

Francisco, arrived in this city yesterday. 
M r. Fairbank is well known in rail­ 
road circles on the Coast, as he was asso­ 
ciated with the opening of the Central 
Pacific offices in San Francisco in 186ft. 
The railroad he represents is one of the 
m ost substantial lines in the United 
States, as it operates its own 6,000 miles 
of track, has no leased lined and is not 
in debt. 
In response to a question by a 
Herald reporter Mr. Fairbank said:

th e east just now, but this is to be ex­ 
pected on account of the imminence of 
th e Presidential election. 
The same in­

cific Coast, but the reaction after the 
result is declared will give compensation 
for the at present short receipts.

though is that the local traffic in all parts 
of it is steadily on the increase, and this 
is a good evidence of the va9t increase of 
perm anent population.

cisco, although business is rather quiet,

not, I think, 
m ark any falling off at all. 
There is a 
pause, so to speak, and this is caused 
by the meeting of the Transcontinental 
Association and its unsatisfactory work 
a t 8a n Francisco. 
As soon as the St, 
Paul decisions are announced and pro­ 
mulgated there is no doubt but that busi- 
neB8 will soon spring up to its former 
standard. The rapid strides made by 
this Southern country are watched with 
interest and astonishm ent by the resi­ 
dents of the northern part of the State 
and the day is not far distant when San 
Diego and San Pedro will become as great 
distributing points as the city of San 
Francisco. 
Talking about improvements going on 
in the Bay City, Mr. Fairbank said that 
th e addition being made to the Southern 
Pacific offices on Fourth and Townsend 
streets is rapidly approaching comple­ 
tion. The walls of the additional story 
are all fixed and everything is ready for 
raising the roof.

P o t t s o n th e F e a th o u se . 
E ditors H erald : I see by your paper 
that the Board of H ealth has, at the 
solicitation of 200 citizens in the vicinity 
cf the old Smallpox Hospital, decided 
to commence work on the new pesthouse 
in the city park next Monday, disregard­ 
ing the rights of 60,000 or more citizens, 
and more coming, who have a legal right 
to these lands for a park forever. A few 
days ago they sent a reporter to get up a 
sensational article to lead the people to 
believe that the lands were unfit for a 
park or for any other purpose than for a 
jMsthouse, claiming that it was all rocks 
and perpendicular hills. It is only a few 
years ago that a committee of the Coun­ 
cil recommended these same lands for a 
cemetery. 
And how did they expect to 
bury people in rocks and perpendicular 
hills? There is no accounting for what a 
City Council will do. 
Just let a few 
people get up a little public opinion and 
the average Council will pass almost any 
ordinance or resolution asked for, no 
m atter w hether it is legal or not. They 
gave a franchise for a cable railroad a 
short tim e since on a street that had 
been opened and graded at a cost of 
$125,000 by two individuals. Later they 
gave a temporary franchise for a dummy 
or steam motor road on top of the first 
franchise, and the street is ruined so far 
as travelling it with vehicles is concerned 
But the steam motor road rem ains there 
all the sam e; and the Cable Compauy 
have to prepare their own means of cross­ 
ing this dummy road. 
This is only a 
specimen of hundreds of cases of the 
same kind where the city has been m ud­ 
dled by the imbecility or crookedness of 
the City Council of Los Angeles. So I 
advise the Board of Freeholders now in 
session not to leave too much power 
in the hands of the City Council, but 
rather leave it in the hands of the peo­ 
ple and the courts. 
W hy don’t those 200 citizens goto work 
and buy a place for a pest house and give 
it to the city, or use their influence to 
have the Council or Board of Supervisors 
do so and not try to ruin the only decent 
city patk we have?

Comparison 
of 
the Proposed 
S e w e r Routes. 
E ditors H erald : In this life, next to 
one's children, the offspring of one’s 
brain have place. It is therefore per­ 
fectly right and proper that Mr. Eaton 
should come to the front and defend his 
scheme for the outfall sewer, the route 
of which crosses the Centinela rancho. 
As he states that the owners of that val­ 
uable tract of country no longer feel in­ 
clined to advance their $100,000 towards 
the construction of an outfall sewer, by 
means of which they could fertilize an 
area of 10.000 or more acres, it is evident 
to the ordinary m ind that the question 
of taking that route is thus disposed of 
by their action. And for that reason had 
Mr. Eaton seen fit to preserve silence, no 
one would have accused him of not being 
true to the plans which he prepared for 
the Council and city, for which purpose 
he was appointed and paid. 
But as he has seen fit to grant _ 
H erald reporter an interview, and as the 
ideas therein advanced appear to have 
been carefully collected for presentation 
to the public, it may not be amiss to say 
a word in answer, to show that if the 
Council should 
adopt 
another route 
which should be approved by the Mayor, 
it would not be acting unwisely. 
The scheme of Mr. Eaton proposes to 
give the sewage to the owners of the 
Centinela ranches, and when they do 
uot need it, to convey it to the ocean, in 
consideration of those gentlemen advanc­ 
ing $100,000 towards the cost of the out­ 
fall sewer. To this end he is forced to em­ 
ploy tunnels the joint length of which must 
be about two miles. 
His estimate for the 
outfall sewer is $466,154. 
This may be 
assumed as a minimum, and is undoubt­ 
edly his conscientious belief of what it 
should not exceed. But estimates at best 
are approximative, and no one knows 
when he undertakes a piece of tunnel 
work w hether he will make or lose 
money. Test pits may be sunk to grade 
at short distances apart, and yet the in­ 
tervening spaces may show altogether 
different conditions below the surface. 
Therefore it is fair to conclude that the 
actual cost of the driving of the tunnels 
as proposed by Mr. Eaton, would far ex­ 
ceed his estimates. Engineers figure in 
one way, contractors in another—the 
former for their employers—the latter 
for themselves. 
It has always in the past been the Tule 
w ith American engineers to avoid diffi­ 
cult ties—not to drive a tunnel, for in­ 
stance, when it was not necessary so to 
do, thus avoiding extra expense and cost 
of 
m aintaining in the future. Why 
should not that rule hold in this case? 
Again, if the city adopt either a route 
to some slough on the Dominguez rancho 
or to some point on the Bal Iona rancho, 
it may by management make the sewage 
m atter at least pay the cost of keeping up 
the sewer system. As the country de­ 
velops it may even become a source of 
revenue and enable the city to increase 
the capacity with its giowth in popu­ 
lation. I would ask Mr. Eaton if thie 
would not be a better state of facts than 
paying interest on his estimate for the 
outfali sewer via the Centinela rancho 
for the pleasure of giving the sewage 
m atter to the owners thereof. Had those 
gentlemen the true appreciation of its 
value—Mr. Eaton, by the way, says that 
the sewage m atter of a city of 200,000 
could fertilize 10,000 acres and make the 
orange crop worth $2,000,000 per an­ 
num , and the> would have come forward 
and offered to take charge of the sewage 
m atter at the city boundary in lieu of ask­ 
ing the city to expend $366,000 to make 
them richer. An area of 10,000 acres 
brought under irrigation could well pay 
tax of $50 per acre. B ut if they 
can forego the attendant advantages 
it is yet within th e boundary of proba­ 
bility that the city will survive and even 
take care of the m atter in question. 
As regards the route via Ballona, it 
may be said that all the work will be in 
the open air. Any school boy can figure 
out how deep and how wide a trench 
would be required for a pipe of thirty or 
forty-two inches in diameter, and know­ 
ing the num ber of cubic yards in ten feet 
of such a trench he can then calculate 


for a mile. If the pipe in addition costs 
$2.00 per running foot, he will find that 
the work will cost about $15,000 per 
mile, and that $300,000 will cover the ex­ 
pense to the ocean, assuming the whole 
distance at seventeen miles. 
If the sew­ 
age can bo sold (and the probability is 
that such will be found to be the case), 
this route will become self-sustaining. 
The same can be said of a route via Ver­ 
non and Compton, to some slough t*e- 
tween W ilmington and Long Beach. But 
can the same be said of the Centinela 
route. 
We pause to give Mr. Eaton an 
opportunity to reply to this question.

A T h in D evice. 
The tariff which the Mills bill seeks to 
revise and reduce is the highest which 
has ever been known in the United 
States. It is far higher than the Morrill 
tariff. Y et under this high protective 
tariff we have seen repeated strikes and 
great industrial depression. In the last 
fifteen years we have had the memorable 
panic of 1873, the labor riots of 1878, and 
ionum erable lockouts and strikes. Just 
now there is a strike of vast proportions 
in 
Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, a place 
w hich was the center of the crisis of 
1876, which almost am ounted to an in­ 
dustrial revolution, and which involved 
bloodshed and the loss of five million 
dollars’ worth of property in the county 
of Alleghany alone. If an extravagantly 
high tariff is an unm ixed blessing, why 
do we have these disturbing develop­ 
m ents? 
The Republican 
press will 
•scribe 
the 
present 
great 
labor 
outbreak 
to 
the 
Mills 
bill, 
and the headlines of these newspapers 
are already seeking to trum pet this lie. 
There is probably not a man of sense in 
th e U nited States who does not know 
th a t the Republican Senate will kill the 
Mills bill, even if it passes the House of 
Representatives. 
The tru th is that un­ 
der a system of excessive protection the 
hom e m arkets are glutted, while the 
system itself makes it impossible that 
we should have any m arkets abroad for 
our 
manufactures. 
The 
deliberately 
adopted system is to let all chances of 
foreign commerce go in order that our 
own people may be fleeced. 
The panic 
of 1873 was brought about by the over­ 
production of our iron mil Is and foundries. 
The suspension of railway building found 
all the rail mills choked up with enorm­ 
ous Btocks for which there was no de­ 
m and. 
W hat the laborer needs is a 
tariff which will adm it of the manufac­ 
turer enjoying a m oderate profit which 
will not lead him into overproduction and 
which will give us a chance to sell our 
manufactures to the outside world. The 
policy of Cleveland and of the Mills 
bill by adm itting raw material free tends 
to energize m any branches of our manu­ 
factures, and to give us a fair opportunity 
for sharing in the commerce now en­ 
grossed by England and other European 
countries. 
The present labor outbreak is a very 
obvious and cunning device on the part 
of the m anufacturers to make political 
capital. 
It is a time-honored expedient, 
and will deceive no o n e; nor will it bene­ 
fit the party of great moral ideas. If an 
exceptionally high tariff fails to enrich 
th e wage-earner it is at least worth while 
to try the experim ent of a lower one. 
H igh profits to the m anufacturer have 
failed to assure the laborer high wages. 
On the contrary, he has found his mod­ 
est stipend steadily dim inishing; the em­ 
ployer watching with lynx-like eagerness 
for every opportunity to grind him down 
to the lowest possible scale. That there 
is no real ground for the action of the 
em ployers is shown by the fact that 
Oliver Brothers & Phillips, the heaviest 
iron firm in Pittsburg, have agreed to 
th e scale dem anded by the iron-workers, 
and they base their action on the fact 
th a t they have heavy contracts ahead. 
T he trick is a very transparent one in 
face of the quite general prosperity which 
but the other day was chronicled all over 
th e U nited States. 


L a s t night a very large and enthusias­ 
tic German-American Democratic Club 
was organized at Turnverein H all. 
It 
opens with a m em bership of five hun- 
d e l, with two thousand dollars in the 
treasury and it will shortly embrace 
nearly every German-American vote in 
Los Angeles. This enthusiasm of .our 
German fellow citizens for Cleveland and 
Thurm an is spreading all over the coun­ 
try. 
I t has placed in the doubtful 
column m any States which were hereto­ 
fore reliably Republican. 
In Chicago 
the Rtaatz-Zcitvng has bolted both the 
Btate and National tickets, and will give 
the Democracy a cordial support. 
A 
dispatch from the Lake City to the San 
Francisco Examiner says: 
The brewers .and liqnor-dealers’ asso­ 
ciations, which are thoroughly organized 
and have great wealth at their command, 
will also take a prominent part in aid of 
the Democratic ticket.

T h e opportunities for profitable invest­ 
ment of capital in Los Angeles just now 
are very abundant. Interest is high and 
the securities gilt-edged. 
It is true that 
our banks are full of money but there is 
plenty of room for outside capital. 


D rift o f P o litic a l o p in io n 
If Representative Tim Tarsney, of 
Michigan, is correctly informed, the 
prospect of Democratic success in that 
State is very safely assured. 
The Pro­ 
hibitionists, according to Mr. Tarsney, 
will prove powerful allies of the Demo­ 
crats in the coming Presidential contest, 
and it is through the large vote polled by 
the temperaace people that the Demo­ 
crats expect to sueeeu. 
The Prohibitionists, Mr. Tarsney says, 
are greatly dissatisfied with the policy

In Michigan 
especially they are strong and well or­ 
ganized, and in Mr. Tarsney’s judgment 
will poll upwards of 40,000 votes. 
In the evenly balanced state of the 
two great parties in Michigan half that 
numt>er of Prohibitionists will give the 
State to the Democrats by a fair majority. 
More than this, Mr. Tarsney believes 
that the Democrats will gain two addi­ 
tional Congressmen next autumn, which 
will give them the majority of the repre­ 
sentatives from th a t State.—[Washington 
dispatch to Examiner. 
Secretary Boyle, of the Cigarmakers’ 
Union, when questioned about Harrison 
last evening, said : “ The principal plank 
of our union is of course the Anti-Chi­ 
nese plank, regardless of other political 
issues.

G e t t y s b u r g , P a . , July 1.—The streets 
are filled with masses of hum anity. 
The 
Ninth New York M ilitia came at 8 
o’clock, members of the New York E x­ 
celsior Brigade arrived a little later and 
the Veteran Corps from W ashington, D. 
C., came at about 12 o’clock. 
At half 
past 
ten 
the veterans formed and 
marched to the National Cemetery where 
religious services were held. 
W hen 
Chaplain 
Sayers 
had 
finished 
his 
sermon 
more 
than 
a 
thousand 
voices joined in singing “ Am erica.” In 
the evening the usual dress parade was 
observed, and it recalled most vividly 
the scenes of the battle. 
The camp pre­ 
sents a charm ing appearance to-night, 
with numerous electric lights brilliantly 
illuminating it. At 2 o’clock the road to 
Reynolds’ Grove was crowded with car­ 
riages and pedestrians on their way to 
visit the exercises of the First Corps. 
As the procession entered the woods the 
cannon of tho United States Light Battery 
thundered forth a salute to Governor 
Beaver. 
As the Governor appeared 
the 
crowd 
gave 
a 
cheer 
such 
as 
these woods have 
not 
heard 
since tho same day twenty-five years 
ago. 
Governor Beaver then delivered 
the address of welcome, and ex-Gover­ 
nor John C. Robinson, of New York, re­ 
sponded in behalf of the corps. 
Freder­ 
ick Smythe, the W ar Governor of New 
Hampshire, and L. A. G rant, who com­ 
manded the first Vermont brigade, made 
short addresses. 
W . G. Veasy, who 
commanded 
the 
sixteenth 
Vermont 
regiment, made a stirring address, re­ 
m arking that he was the worst scared 
man in 75 000 men who went into the 
battle of Gettysburg. 
W hen Major Halstead m entioned the 
name of Longstreet the gentlem an was 
given a rousing reception. 
H e said : 
“ I was not in time to witness any part 
of the first days of Gettysburg, but am 
pleased to be in time to witness these 
ceremonies to express that sympathy 
that should go out to those who know 
how to appreciate the conduct of soldiers 
who offer their lives on the altar 
of the country.

ed as some of the dashing 
efforts of 
the first Napoleon. 
But before the end it 
was found work to upheave mountains. 
That of the third day by Picket’s division 
and Trimble’s, marching twelve hundred 
yards under the fire of a hundred cannon 
and ten thousand musketry, has no 
parallel, nor is likely to have in the 
annals of war. This battle scene recurs 
to our mind with vivid force, but times 
have 
changed; 
twenty-live 
years 
have 
softened 
the 
usages 
of 
war. 
Those frowning 
heights have 
given over their savage tones and our 
meetings for exchange of blows and bro­ 
ken bones are left for more congenial 
days, for friendly greetings and for the 
covenants of tranquil repose.” 
General Fairchild said: “ Twenty-five 
years has made it possible to sandwich a 
Yankee and a Confederate between a 
Yankee Doodle and a Dixie, and the 
men of the North did not love the men 
of the South less, but they loved the 
old flag m ore; and the men of the South 
did not love the old flag less but they 
loved 
State Sovereignty more. This, 
Mr. President, I think, tells the whole 
story; the old flag still survives, (cries of 
amen) and they say amen from the Gulf 
to the Lakes.” 
Professors W illiams, representing Gov­ 
ernor Sprague, of Rhode Island, follov 
after him. The assemblage|was addressed 
by numerous other persons of promin­ 
ence in the First Corps, and at about 5 
o’clock the meeting broke up and the 
crowd dispersed over the battlefield to 
inspect the various memorials. 
At fifteen m inutes before 5 o’clock the 
Ninth New York Militia, Col. William 
Seward commanding, acting as an escort 
to the survivors of the Eighty-Third New 
York Regiment, led the m arch toward 
the monum ent of that command on Sem­ 
inary ridge. 
As the column moved out, 
the Chambersburg Pike, the thousand 
guards in their new uniform, with colors 
flying 
and 
bayonets 
glistening 
in 
the western sun, presented a sight 
which 
brought 
vividly 
to 
mind 
the time when the Eighty-third dashed 
out the same road toward the fierce con­ 
test between the First Corps and the 
Confederates. The procession moved on 
out the pike to Reynolds avenue, and 
along the crest of Seminary Ridge to the 
monument, which is near the Mummas- 
burg road. The infantry formed a square 
around this, and the exercises were 
oDened with an invocation, by Rev. Alfred 
E. Ree, Chaplain of the Eighty-third. 
The oration was delivered for the Battle­ 
field Memorial Association by J. M. 
Vanderslice. Rowland B. Mahoney read 
a poem. The exercisea were closed with 
three volleys of m usketry by the Ninth 
Infantry. This closed the exercises of 
the day. 
Other monuments dedicated on the 
field during the day were the Fifty-fourth 
and the One Hundred and Thirty-fourth 
New York Infantry, on One Hundred 
and Tenth Corps avenue; Thirty-ninth 
New York, in second corps line, and 
Seventy-sixth and Ninety-seventh and 
One H undred and Forty-seventh New 
York, 
on 
the 
first 
d ay’s 
field, 
Reynolds Avenue. At the monument 
of the 39th Captain Clark, of New Ybrk, 
delivered the oration; at the 97th, H . E . 
Turner, of Louisville, was the orator; at 
the 14th General Volney Pierce, of Kan­ 
sas, formerly Captain m the regiment, 
delivered the oration. The 119th and 
45th also dedicated their monuments. 
To-night the streets are crowded and 
walking at any reasonable pace is com­ 
pletely out of the question. 
Bishop 
Newman preached in the college church 
to-night for the benefit of the First corps 
to a crowded house.

San F ra n c isc o , July 1.—The race be­ 
tween the yachts Lurline and Aggie be­ 
gan under extremely favorable circum­ 
stances this morning. The race will 
extend to San Diego, and the craft that 
rounds the whistling buoy outside that 
harbor first will win the championship 
flag of the Pacific Coast and one thou­ 
sand dollars. 
The starting point was an 
imaginary line directly across the en­ 
trance to the Golden Gate. 
At 10:21 a . m. the tugs dropped both 
yachts nearly bow to bow. A twelve- 
knot northwest breeze was blowing at 
the time and the weather was clear and 
the soa smooth for miles out. 
By the 
time they were off Point Diablo each 
began to make sail. The Lurline got up 
her mainsail first, and five minutes later 
each had spread her mainsail, foresail 
and inner and outer jibs. The wind in­ 
creased in volume and soon the Lurline 
set her staysail. The Aggie made two 
unsuccessful attem pts to do this, but in 
consequence of some hitch it required a 
third trial to adjust the canvas. They 
steered south SQuthwest, and were work­ 
ing to southward. 
W hen the line was 
crossed at 10:30 the Lurline had a slight 
advantage, being to the leeward, but 
there was no perceptible difference in 
their positions relative to the line. 
At 
twenty-two minutes before 11 the Lur­ 
line, which had gained a decided lead, 
fired her gun, while passing Seal ltock. 
The Aggie was about five seconds in the 
rear. A large fleet of schooners were in­ 
ward bound. In consequence of m eet­ 
ing these vessels, John R. Spreckels’ 
yacht gained a decided advantage. 
She 
laid off to the southward and passed 
ahead of the fleet, but the Aggie, under 
command of Captain W hite, was com­ 
pelled to stand closer to the wind, and 
thus lost considerable distance by this 
unfortunate circumstance. 
The new’ yacht Charles G. W hite left 
in company with the other two and will 
make the trip with them . If she comes 
up to the expectations of her owners she 
will challenge the winner. The wind 
freshened up to such an extent that 
it was blowing about twenty-four miles 
an hour at 11 o’clock. At th at time 
the three yachts were standing boldly 
out to sea, and the powerful marine glass 
of the observatory showed th at they were 
plowing through the water at a dashing 
pace. They were lost to view in the hazy 
atmosphere at 11:30, when it was impos­ 
sible to tell which had the advantage, as 
they all appeared neck and neck to use 
an expression from the turf. 
Affairs were lively on both yachts at 
quite an early hour this morning. A 
gay party of ladies and gentlemen were 
on board each of the tugs, and con­ 
tributed largely toward the spirits of the 
yachtsmen as they made things ready 
while towing out. There was a deter­ 
mined look on the face of Captain W hite 
as he paced the deck and delivered his 
orders.

B e r l i n , June 30.— If the present ar­ 
rangem ents looking to an interview be* 
tween Em peror W illiam II and the Czar 
come to a satisfactory conclusion, the 
meeting will take place at K ronstadt on 
the 14th of July. 
Prince Bismarck, ac­ 
cording to official 
opinion, will not 
accompany the Em peror. The promise 
of the visit of the Em peror to the Czar is 
a personal m atter, and gives proof of his 
desire to m aintain the friendship which 
has existed between the two reigning 
families for over 100 years, and which is 
cem ented by ties of kinship. 
Doubtless 
the em perors will not m eet without ex­ 
changing views on the political situation. 
Prince Bismarck, who goes to Fred- 
ricksruhe on Monday, was yesterday and 
to-day in conference with Em peror W il­ 
liam , I t is reasonably surmised he has 
been placing the Em peror in possession 
of ideas as to w hat attitude to preserve 
during his interview with the Czar. The 
Chancellor’s furlough, it is understood, 
at the Foreign Office, will extend to the 
middle of August. He is suffering from 
prolonged troubles and excitem ent. 
He 
has been in Berlin since the end of Janu­ 
ary, and has constantly been harraBsed 
by an incessent stream of worries. 
Public opinion in Austria lias grown 
alarm ed at the approachment of the 
meeting of the Em perors. 
It appears to 
dread the breaking up of the alliance, 
which event would leave Austria to face 
Iius9ia alone. These fears are not shared 
by the 
Austro-Hungarian 
ministers. 
Apart from the assurances contained in 
Em peror W illiam ’s 
speech from the 
throne, communications between 
the 
Berlin and Vienna foreign offices point 
to the acquiescenceof the Austrian govern­ 
m ent in a plan to perm it Bismarck to re­ 
sume m editation m trying to obtain a 
modus vivendi between Russia and the 
Central Alliance, but whatever projects 
are broached at the interview between 
the Em peror and the Czar, nothing will 
be effected till subsequent interviews 
have taken place between Bismarck, 
Signor Crispi and Count Kalnotki. 
An Italian official organ says the Ger­ 
m an, Austrian and Russian Emperors, 
if their foreign m inisters can find a solu­ 
tion of the present differences, will meet 
in Silesia during the autum n. 
The Berlin Post in semi-official articles 
expresae s doubts if anything will result 
from the conferrence with the Czar, and 
Bays it does not wish to discourage hopes 
of peace, but if war does come it will 
originate from internal or international 
necessity and not through the ambition 
of princes. 
The summing up of the position is 
th at after almost ceaseless coming and 
Íoing of statesmen and crowned heads, 
iplomacy will finally leave the nations 
to face the issues of war. 
Much is whispered privately, though 
the press does not venture openly to refer 
to it, of an A narchist plot against the life 
of the Emperor. The Berlin Socialists de­ 
clare th at the conspiracy is th e inven­ 
tion of the police. 
Official circles take 
the m atter seriously, and an extraordin­ 
ary increase in precautions has been 
taken to guard the person of both the 
Em peror and Bismarck. 
The present 
alarm arose on information being re­ 
ceived by the police from agents in 
Zurich and 
London, 
simultaneously, 
th at among the Socialists recently ex­ 
pelled from Zurich and now taking 
refuge in London, a plot to assassinate 
the 
Em peror had 
been 
perfected, 
and th at the conspirators, arm ed with 
bombs, had gone to H am burg en route 
to Berlin, 
At the same time menacing 
letters reached Prince Bismarck and the 
Em peror, warning them that the begin­ 
ning of a reign of repression of the people 
would be signalized by an act of retafia- 
tioa. 
Arrests of suspects have been 
made at H am burg, Leipzic, Berlin and 
elsewhere. 
Police are watching the 
Chancellor’s 
residence 
on 
Wilhelm 
Strasse. Official expectation is that the 
Em peror will authorize some severity 
against the Socialists. 
Every Socialist 
leader 
represents 
the 
report 
as 
a 
mere 
pretext 
for 
reactionary 
m easures, 
besides 
being 
a 
gross 
m isrepresentation 
of Socialist spirit. 
They have no desire to shorten the days 
of the Chancellor or Em peror. 
They 
wish to pursue peaceful propaganda, and 
in the hope that the events of Em peror 
W illiam ’s reign will tend naturally to de­ 
velop their cause. 
Besides the retirem ent of General Von 
Caprie from the adm iralty, changes are 
about to he made in several other high 
com mands. 
The Em peror displays a 
irsonal bias both in the choice of 
nousehold officers and the weeding out of 
some of the oldest corps commanders. 
Officials of the adm iralty predict, from 
plans being prepared, that there will 
soon he in course of construction a num ­ 
ber of first-clasB iron-clads w ith less ex­ 
penditure on the torpedo fleet. 
According to the Tagblatt an increase 
in the Prussian civil list will be pro­ 
posed. 
, 
^ T h e Kreuz Zeitung says Prince Bis­ 
m arck has induced Russia to abandon 
indefinitely the idea of making an alli­ 
ance with France.

L o n d o n . July 1.—Gladstone in a letter

A n d A ll th e Name “ th e W o rld Docs 
M o ve." 
So exclaimed the illustrious Galileo 
alter having been made to recant his 
supposed heretical theory of the world’s 
movement around the sun. 
And of this 
tendency to movement in m undane as in 
planetary things we are certainly re­ 
minded by the following words in the po­ 
litical “ platform” recently adopted by 
the Republican party, formulated on 
last Thursday, to-w it: 
“ The Republican party is in favor of 
the use of both gold and silver as money, 
and condemns the policy of the Demo­ 
cratic Administration in its efforts to 
demonetize silver.” 
Recalling that the acknowledged lead­ 
ers of the party in question in 1873 pro­ 
posed and carried through Congress the 
coinage act by which silver was lgnomin- 
iously discharged from the monetary 
service of the country, with degradation 
from the rank of a money metal in the 
commercial 
world—a 
demonetization 
and degradation which received the ap­ 
proving signature of a Republican Presi­ 
dent—we cannot but regard such words 
from such a quarter, as one of the most 
rem arkable instances known to human 
liistory 
of 
evolution, gyration 
and 
trochilic 
movements, 
as 
Senator 
Ingalls, 
w ith 
his 
opulent 
vocab­ 
ulary might be expected to describe it. 
But especially must this be the aspect of 
such words, in the face of the further his­ 
torical facts that, four vears later, it hav­ 
ing been proposed in Congress to restore 
“ the use of silver with gold as money” 
in th e United States as full tender money 
in the form of the Benton dollar of 412J£ 
grains of standard silver, Mr. James 
G. Blaine, then a Senator, opposed the 
measure with characteristic address, not 
only as it had passed the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, but as finally amended and 
passed in the Sepate—his vote being cast 
against it, as also subsequently against 
its passage over the Presidential veto; a 
veto by a Republican President, notori­ 
ously, "under the advice of his Secretary 
of the Treasury, John Sherman, who at 
the present writing is receiving much 
the largest num ber of votes in the Chi­ 
cago Convention as yet cast for any one 
aspirant for the Presidential nomination. 
It is true, Mr. Sherman professes to be 
in favor of the “ use of silver and gold as 
money,” but silver depreciated to a ratio 
of about 21)i» ounces of it as the equiva­ 
lent of one ounce of gold notwithstand­ 
ing silver is now held by the four great­ 
est banks of Europe to the extent of 
$441,700,000 as concurrent legal tender 
with gold at the ratio of 15}£ ounces of it 
equal 
to 
one 
ounce of 
gold. 
It 
is true, also, that Mr. Blaine, while op­ 
posing the coinage of a dollar of 412% 
grains of standard silver, expressed 
a willingness to have a dollar of 425 
grains of standard silver. Therefore, we 
m ust inquire, does the resolution we 
have cited m ean, perchance, a “ use of 
siver with gold as money” on the Sher­ 
m an basis of the value of silver in the 
London m arket, or, mayhap, that of the 
Blaine dollar of 425 grains of standard 
silver; or, indeed, the “ use of silver with 
gold as 
money” as prescribed 
and 
restricted in the Coinage Act of 1873, to 
a legal tendership for the sum of $5 in 
any “ one paym ent?” As it stands, the 
resolution adm its of either construction, 
but it is true to history to add that 
the distinguished gentleman who pre­ 
sented the “ platform” to the Conven­ 
tion, the Hon. W in. McKinley, Jr., 
greatly to his credit, in 1878, voted for 
the coinage act as it originally passed the 
House of Representatives, of which, 
then as now, he was one of the ablest 
m em bers; he voted for it as it came back 
to his House amended in the Senate and 
finally voted to pass it over President 
H ayes’ veto, as it now is the law of the 
land. Nevertheless, the people of the 
mining States are entitled to an early ex­ 
planation, whether or not the resolution 
we have quoted means the confraternity 
of silver with gold as money at the ratio 
of 16 to 1.—[Financial in Mining Record.

elevation for a pipe line to carry the 
water on the highest land, the laying of 
a 16-inch cement pipe, the building of a 
receiving reservoir with distributing iron 
pipes. The distance from the wells to 
the land is a little over three and one-haif 
miles. Of the work required this much 
has been done: Eleven flowing wells 
secured; 5,000 feet of trenches d ug; 3,000 
feet of pipe laid, and three miles more of 
cement pipe now in th e yard ready for 
laying. 
Fully forty m en are engaged in 
this work. 
The project is an expensive 
one and of great value to this section of 
country. Men who develop water and 
put it upon land are pioneers in settling 
the 
country and publio benefactors. 
They make it possible for the energetic 
laborer of small m eans to make a de­ 
lightful and valuable home in a most 
agreeable country.—[Chino Champion.

I t may be well to give up even 
tea and coffee for a tim e, usmg cocatina 
instead. Im provem ent is sure to follow, 
but, m ark me, do not be mislead by this 
improvement and jum p to the conclusion 
that you are well and that it was the tea 
or the coffee that was to blame for your 
trouble. The giving up-of any stim ulant 
—of course tea and coffee are stim ulants 
—nearly always results in temporary im ­ 
provement, and this latter m ay be made 
perm anent by careful regulation in diet. 
Above all, do not take m uch fluid of any 
kind, either with meals or at any other 
tim e. A cupful of hot water, with a 
squeeze of lemon and a small teaspoonful 
of glycerine, drank about ten minutes be­ 
fore breakfast, may do m uch good, and, 
at all events, it is harm less.—[Cassell’s 
Magazine.

T kc G erm an People E n M a n e F a ll 
In L ine. 
Last night the German citizens of Los 
Angeles assembled in Turner H all for 
the purpose of organizing a Democratic 
Club. 
It was an inspiring sight to be­ 
hold such a gathering of the Teutonic 
voters of the pueblo as was present. 
Doctor Joseph Kurtz was duly chosen 
Chairman of the meeting, and that other 
tried and true, |blue Democrat, |Con- 
rad Jacoby, was made secretary. After 
some discussion, a committee of three, at 
the head of which was Mr. Henry Brun- 
ning, was appointed to draft a constitution. 
The fact that all the proceedings were 
carried on in German made it extrem ely 
difficult for one not able to understand 
that language to follow what was done. 
This prevented the reporter from getting 
the nam es of the other mem bers of the 
committee. 
Dr. Kurtz facetiously re­ 
marked th a t the paper m ust be short, 
and therefore he gave the committee ten 
minutes in which to report. The gentle­ 
men were equal to the occasion, and in 
ten m inutes brought iu their report.

this was 
adopted, Mr. 
Wil- 
hartitz moved 
that 
the 
temporary 
officers, as reported above, be made the 
perm anent officers of the club, which 
motion was carried by a unanimous vote. 
Four Vice-Presidents were then chosen 
as follows: Messrs. Sam Prager, Dr. N. 
Lindenfeld, E. W ilhartitz and Henry 
Glass. 
The only ballot cast was for 
Treasurer, and this resulted in the selec­ 
tion of Mr. Andrew Lindenfeld for this 
office. A Literary Committee, composed 
of Messrs. Ostoff, N. Lindenfeld and Wil­ 
hartitz 
was 
then 
appointed, 
and 
these were charged with providing a 
proper uniform for the club. 
The next 
thing done was to appoint a committee 
on the registration and naturalization of 
voters. 
This is composed of Messrs. 
Steinike and Winter.

Oznena Is the professional or technical nam e 
given to an f dvanced form of catarrh in which
